Jefferson City, Mo., Jan. 15—As 
a safeguard against the possiblity 
that the new relief program of the 
Federal Government may not be 
sufficiently broad to include the 
poor and needy who have reached 
the age of seventy and are unable 
to provide for themselves. Senator 
J. C. McDowell of Charleston and 
Jerome C. Joffee of Kansas City 
have announced that they will in­ 
troduce 
bills during the present 
session of the Missouri Assembly 
that will put into effect an amend­ 
ment authorizing the legislature 
to provide old-age pensions. F*unds 
for the pensions would be raised 
by the levying of a privilege tax 
on dealers and distributors of to­ 
bacco. 
“It is estimated,” Senator Mc­ 
Dowell said in discussing the plan, 
“that a one cent tax on each five 
cent item or major part thereof 
will be sufficient to provide the 
necessary 
funds. 
Approximately 
10,000 people would be eligible for 
the pension and $2,500,000 would 
be required to finance 
the 
pro­ 
gram. The legislature is consitu- 
tionally prohibited from providing 
pensions for people under seventy 
years of age. A separate fund for 
the tobacco tax will be 
created 


with provisions against 
diversion 
and will be administered by the 
state treasurer in order that the 
administration costs can be held 
¡to a minimum.”

been provided, a section will be 
inserted limiting the benefits to 
those who have been residents of 
Missouri for a definite period of 
time.

FIRST BOARD OF LAND COM 
MISSIONERS COMPLETES 
ITS WORK 


When 
the 
U. 
S. 
Purchased 
Louisiana in 1803, and thereby ac­ 
quired the greatest real estate bar­ 
gain in history, it inherited in the 
Spanish land claims one of the 
most complex and protracted pro­ 
blems that ever confronted 
the 
government. For the initial solu­ 
tion of this difficult task the first 
Board of Land Commissioners met 
in St. Louis, December I, 1805. 
The completion of its work J a n ­ 
uary 15. 1812, one hundred and 
twenty-three years ago this week, 
was to mark but a step in the so­ 
lution of a problem which per­ 
plexed politicians 
and 
property 
holders for more than half a cen­ 
tury. 
The acquisition 
of 
Louisiana 
confronted the U. S. and subse­ 
quently the board with one of the 
greatest land speculation orgies in 
U. S. history. Immediately upon 
rumors of the purchase, specula­ 
tors, aware of the fabulous en­ 
hancement of land values by vir­ 
tue of the transfer to the U. 
S., 
had rushed into Upper Louisiana 
and engaged in a debauch of ex­ 
travagant speculation. 
That Spanish officials partici­ 
pated in an illegitimate promotion 
of land sales to their own profit 
and that of speculators, cannot be 
doubted. Incriminating 
evidence 
indicates that DeLassus, the Span­ 
ish lietutenant-governor, lavishly 
parceled out large tracts of land 
to his family and friends, while 
his predecessor, Trudeau, signed 
a number of blank sheets which 
later became the basis of large 
claims. In these and other ways, 
such as the wholesale antedating 
of grants, the defacement of legi­ 
timate documents in the interest 
of grantees, and the purchase for 
insignificant sums of the bona fide 
holdings of settlers, thousands of 
acres of land were ceded by Span­ 
ish officials during the iqonths im­ 
mediately after the purchase of 
Louisiana by the U. S The con­ 
sequent task of the government of 
confirming the lands of legitimate 
grantees, and at the same time of 
protecting the public domain from 
the rapacity of speculators, was 
indeed formidable. 
Two 
outstanding 
difficulties 
confronted the board as well .¡s 
later commisions charged w ith the 
settlement of the 
land 
claim»:. 
First, the bewildering disorder of 
the confusion of French and Span­ 
ish laws, and from the fact that of 
legal technicalities arising 
fif:>m 
the 
vast 
French 
and 
Spanish 
grants, of which that of 
Moses 
Austin may be cited, but thirteen 
had been fully confirmed. Second, 
and far more baffling. * was th“ 
pressure brought to bear upon the 


board and upon Congress, by in­ 
fluential claimants eager for 
the 
confirmation of their lands. 
i 
When the board of commission- 
eis, composed of J. C. Lucas, Jas. 
| Donaldson, and Clement Penrose, 
! assumed their duties at St. Louis, 
I in the hotbed of the land claims 
interests, the influence of the sec­ 
ond factor was immediately felt. 
The consequence was that by the 
end of the first year’s activity of 
the board, the government took 
measures to protect its interests 
through its agent, W. C Carr, and 
to put a check upon the commis­ 
sioners. The accusation of undue 
bias was substantiated by the fact 
that two appointees of the com­ 
mission, Charles Gratiot involved 
in the illegitimate distribution of 
of claims under Trudeau and De- 
Lassus. After C arr’s evidence had 
convinced Pres dietneJshrdlu hm 
the conduct of the commissioner's 
“materially injured’’ the interest of 
the U. S., regulations were drawn 
up by Gallatin to curb any ten­ 
dency towards liberality by the 
board. 
Animosity and 
bitterness 
of 
feeling characterized the decisions 
of the board and the settlement of 
the land claims. Greed for land 
led to feuds, contentions and law­ 
lessness. Ste. Genevieve, in 
the 
valuable lead mining district, be­ 
came the scene of attack and coun­ 
ter attack with pistols, rifles and 
dirks. Of the commissioners, Lu­ 
cas provoked antagonism for his 
suspicion of fraudulant claims, so 
that at times complete disruption 
threatened the existence 
of the 
board Donaldson, on one occasion 
was attacked while the board was 
in session, and in retaliation, drew 
, his sword. The affair resulted in 
I his resignation and replacement 
j by Frederick Bates. 
A 
new 
stringency, 
however, 
s characterized the board after the 
first year or two of its existence— 
a tendency due to the displace­ 
ment of Gratiot, to the surveillance 
jof the board's activities by 
the 
government, and to the conserva­ 
tism of Lucas and Bates. 
• 
The remaining period 
of 
the 
board’s six-year 
existence 
was 
creditable. 
Among 
the 
noted 
claims was the Winters grant, la­ 
ter invalidated, which called for 
a milion acres. Another was that 
of the aged Daniel Boone. A great 
deal of evidence was taken and 
much territory covered, usually on 
horseback, by the members of the 
commission. By the time of the 
conclusion of its labors, January 
15. 1812. 
approximately 
3,340 
claims were exam ined.' and 
of 
these over 2,000 were rejected by 
the commission. In consideration 
of the difficulties of its task and 
the subsequent letting down of the 
bars to the confirmation of claims 
by Congress, the work of the board 
was commendable. 


A WORTHWHILE 
GOVERNMENT PROGRAM 


The recent proposal that rail­ 
road 
grade-crossing 
elimination 
be made a part of federal 
relief 
work during the current year is 
finding increasing support. 
I 
>upported by safety author- 
ities who know what such a pro­ 
gram would do much to 
reduce 
and e\ entualiy eliminate the great 
loss of life due to crossing acci­ 
dents. It is supported by railroad 
men, who know' that it would ex­ 
pedite and improve service. It is 
supported by state 
governments, 
which realize the need for cross­ 
ing elimination but have no funds 
to devote to it. And it is support­ 
ed by the general public and the 
business man who knows that no 
form of public works could 
do 
more to take up the slack in em­ 
ployment and stimulate heavy in­ 
dustries while at the same 
time 
not interfering with any private 
endeav ors. 
This last phase of the proposal 
is not especially important, inas­ 
much as federal funds are dis­ 
bursed with the principal 
stress 
laid on getting maximum employ­ 
ment for each dollar spent and en­ 
couraging private enterprise. In 
grade-crossing 
elimination. 
the 
greatest part of the money would 
go to workers, both on the job and 
in 
factories 
supplying 
cement, 
steel and other materials. And the 
revivifying effect of this 
would 
give impetus to employment. 
Safety, employment and public 
welfare all will be advanced if the 
government accepts the proposal. 
There 
are 
some 
30,000 
grade 
crossings which have no protec­ 
tion—and each year thousands of 
lives are unnecessarily w'asted be­ 
cause of accidents 
occurring 
at 
them, ere the government has an 
opportunity to be of the utmost 
service to all the’ people. 


OUTSTANDING EVENTS 
IN U. S. NAVAL HISTORY 


of Lexington on April 19. 1775 
Without an Army or 
Navy 
and 
without money or credit, the Colo­ 
nies rose in revolt against Great 
Britain who was the strongest na­ 
tion in Europe. At first the war on 
land was carried on by local bod­ 
ies of men who rose to ar ms tem ­ 
porarily m protection of their lo­ 
cal interest, and at the outset pri­ 
vate ships were autroized to prey 
on British commerce. As the War 
progressed. Congress was forced to 
establish both an Army and Navy 
Great Britain had about 85 men 
of war in American waters and 
so the colonies were barly handi­ 
capped by inability to obtain com­ 
mand of the sea. The British for­ 
ces not only received a continuous 
supply of munitions 
and 
fresh 
troops from British possessions-but 
also were able to move rapidly up 
and down the coast with the aid 
of the British fleet while the colo­ 
nial armies had to march by land. 
The turning point of the war was 
the arrival of the French fleet in 
American waters. The 
combined 
Colonial and French Fleets put an 
end to supplies for the British for­ 
ces and seriously hampered their 
mobility. It was the French fleet 
which enabled Washington to sud­ 
denly transfer his army from New 
York to Yorktowil where he sur­ 
rounded Cornwallis by land and 
sea and forced his surrender on 
October 17, 1781. 
This defeat, the 
difficulty 
ol 
sending fresh troops to America 
past the combined Colonial 
and 
French fleets, and active hostili­ 
ties with France and Spain induc­ 
ed Great Britain to m ake peace 
and to recognize the independence 
of the Colonies. 


Beginning

War— April 19, 1775—No Taxa­ 
tion without Representation. 
As a result of a series of wars 
with France, Great Britian was in 
debt to the amount of 140 million 
pounds. This fact and a desire to 
become an absolute monarch in­ 
duced King George III to attempt 
to enforce the many restrictions 
placed on colonial trade and to in­ 
crease the revenue by new taxes 
on the colonies. As many of the 
setlers had come to America to

BEAUTIFUL PINK RICE 
Pink Rice isn’t the 
result 
of 
looking at rice through rose-color­ 
ed glasses, or seeing it under the 
same circumstances as pink ele­ 
phants. It is a very delicious style 
, of preparing rice known to the 
Mexicans and an accomplishment 
worth learning. The rice is first 
soaked in cold water 
and 
then 
fried in hot lard until the grains 
become a delicate brown. A little 
chopped onion and peeled, mash­ 
ed potatoes are then added, with 
some chicken stock. The rice is 
left to simmer on the stove, with­ 
out any stirring whatever, until 
it is done. The finished result is 
dry, fluffy, tender rice, well flav­ 
ored and tinged with color. 
Cooking rice is 
one 
of 
those 
I things, like making white sauce 
| or an omelet, that seems 
fairly 
¡simple but which few people do 
w’ell. Other nations do not over- 
j look its importance. In Java, for 
| instance, the young 
girl 
is

! considered ready for marriage un- 
i til she knows how to cook rice to 
¡perfection. Rice 
ranks 
next 
to 
wheat in the extent of its world 
use. and it’s a 
valuable 
accom­ 
plishment to know' how to cook 
it correctly and use it more wide­ 
ly. 
Each grain of well-cooked rice 
stands out distinct and 
seperate. 
When rice is boiled or steamed, 
it should be white, firm and ten­ 
der. Wash rice by holding it in a 
strainer under the cold w ater fau­ 
cet. If you have time, allow' it to 
soak several hours in water. Drop 
the rice into rapidly boiling, sa lt­ 
ed water and do not stir unless it 
is necessary to keep it from stick­ 
ing to the pan. Leave 
the 
rice 
boiling wdthout stirring for about 
¡20 or 25 minutes. Test it. drain 
and run cold water through it fo 
a half a minute. Dry the rice 6 
; minutes by leaving it inside the 
oven door. 
One knows rice is done by press­ 
ing a kernel or two between the 
fingers. It should not be hard or 
mushy, but the center of the ker- 
; nel should be firm. One cupful of 
rice is cooked in two quarts of 


boiling vvater, with one teaspoon 
of salt. The same amount is steam­ 
ed in a double boiler 
using

PLANTS, SIIRI'BS, ROCK 
GARDENS WILL HIDE 
UNSIGHTLY WALLS 


That vexatious retaining 
wall 
the skidding rocks easily can be 
made into one of the delights of 
the home. Evergreens, shrubbery 
of all sorts, vines and other fofm s 
of vegetation, if properly placed, 
can solve the problem.

Also, a heavy skillet is an ideal 
utensil for top of stove broiling 
know n, too. as pan-broiling.
